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Wholesale Shakeup of 
Currency Regulations in 
Europe Is Announced 


Exchange Markets 
Closed; Easier 
ConvertibilityOK’'d 


COPENHAGEN (AP)— 
The Danish Government 
made the krone more 
easily convertible with the 
dollar Saturday, and said 
it acted in cooperation 
with Britain and most 
other members of the 
OEEC, the West Euro- 
pean Organization of Eco- 
nomic Cooperation. The 
move will take effect Mon- 
day. 

The announcement said flat- 
ly that the British pound would 


be easier convertible with the 
dollar as from Monday, “so that 


Britain is expected to make 
an announcement concerning 
convertibility of the pound 
sterling at about 9 p.m. Mon- 
day, effective immediately, ac- 
cording to a report received 
by the Bank of Japan yester- 


day from its representative 
stationed in Paris. 
everybody with residence or 


place of business outside the 
sterling area can change ster'l- 
ing freely to dollars at the rate 
quoted in London.” 


The announcement, issued by 
the Ministry of Trade, said that 
after being informed of this 
move—presumably by the Brit- 
ish Government—and after con- 
sultations with the Danish Na- 
tional Bank, the Government 
has approved a change of the 
rules covering trading with the 
krone “according to similar 
principles.” 

The par vaiue of the krone, 
as announced to the Interna- 
tional Monetary Fund in 1949, is 
unchanged, it was added. This 
rate is 690 % to the dollar and 
19.34 to the pound. 

“Similar decisions are expect- 
ed to be made at the same t:me 
in most other OEEC countries,” 
the announcement said. 

It also confirmed reports that 
the European Payment Union, 
EPU, will be dissolved because 
of these moves, adding that the 
EPU will now be substituted by 
the EMA, a European payments 


agreement hammered out in 
1955 “with a view of such a 
situation” as the one Western 


Europe is now facing.

Italy, Sweden to Follow 

ROME (UPI)—The Italian 
Cabinet met Saturday to discuss 
convertibility of the lire within 
the European Economic Commnu- 
nity. 

Reports from Stockholm said 
also Sweden joined the conver- 
tibllity bandwagon with the 
promise of an announcement 
similar to that issued by Den- 
mark.

De Gaulle to Speak 


Value of Franc Set; 
People Still in Dark 


PARIS (AP)—The fate of the 
declining franc of France ap- 
parentiy has been decided, but 
the French people will not be 
told of the Government plan 
until late Saturday or perhaps 
Sunday. 


A long Cabinet meeting in the 
office of Premier Charles de 
Gaulle broke up early Saturday 
with only a brief annhounce- 
ment that decisions were made 
on the 1959 budget and the eco- 
nomic and fiseal policies, 

Another Cabinet meeting, 
with President Rene Coty in the 
chair, was scheduled for 3 p.m. 
(midnight JST) Saturday to 
ratify the decisions. 

An announcement might be 
made after this meeting, or De 
Gaulle may give the first word 
to the French people in a radio 
and television address Sunday 
night. 

It generally is expected, how- 
ever, that the value of the 
franc will go both up and down. 

It is expected to go down 
through devaluation and is ex- 
pected to go up through the is- 
suance of a new franc worth 
100 times the current franc. 

This will be done by printing 


new notes with an exchange 
valine of 10 new frances for 1,000 
old ones. 


The first speculation was that 
the money would be devalued 
10 to 15 per cent. It now seems 
more likely that the new units 
will be given a value of five 
francs to one dollar—or the 
equivalent of 500 of the old 
francs to the dollar. 


This would represent a de- 
valuation of about 19 per cent 
from the old rate of 420 to the 
dollar. 


Some reports said Finance 
Minister Antoine Pinay felt 
that 10 to 15 per cent reduc- 
tion in value would bring 
French prices into line with 
those of the other five nations 
in the Common Market which 
goes into operation Jan. 1. 


However, he is represented 
as expecting French _ prices to 
edge up even further in the 
next few months, and wants to 
— an advance provision for 
this.

Crew of Balloon Small World 
Sought in Venezuela Jungle 


CARACAS (Kvyodo-Reuter)— 
Four Britons aboard the balloon 
Small World were feared miss- 
ing Saturday in the jungle ter- 
rain of eastern Venezuela after 
triumphantiv carrving out the 
first balloon crossing of the 
Atlantic. 


Dr. Oscar Machado Zuloaga, 
Venezuelan Communications 
Minister, announced Friday 
night that the four had arrived 
safe and well just two weeks 
after setting out from the Ca- 
nary Islands. 

Radio reports said they land- 
ed near the coastal village of 
Pedernales in the remote delta 
at the mouth of the Orinico Ri- 
ver at the end of a journey of 
some 3,200 miles, 

Planes, helicopters and a land 
party set out to find the balloon 
and its crew but latest reports 
from Pedernales said no trace 
of them had been found locally. 

The balloonists are Arnold 
“Bushy” Eiloart, 51, a company 
director leading the expedition; 
his 2i-vear-old son, Timothy, 
the radio operator; Colin Mau- 
die 32, the navigator: and Mau- 
die’s wife Rosemary, 30,  as- 


sistant navigator, cook and 
photographer, 

First news that it had arriv- 
ed over Venezuelan territory 
came from an airfield in Trini- 
dad a few miles at the north 
which said a strange craft, pre- 
sumably the Small World or an 
American rocket, had landed in 
the Pedernales region. 

Venezuelan authorities later 
confirmed the report but said 
the balloon could not be found. 
News that the crew was safe 
and well presumably came ina 
radio message from the balloon, 

The drift westward shattered 
the world distance record for 
balloons which had stood at 
1,896 miles since it was set up 
by the German balloonist Berlin- 
er in 1914. 

Jt was also the first free fly- 
ing balloon crossing of the 
Atlantic, 

The 46-foot hydrogen balloon, 
kept on course by two pedal- 
driven propellors, carried the 
four across the ocean in an open 
yellow gondola designed by 
Maudie, The car, measuring 15 
feet by 8, could be converted 
into a boat in an emergency.

N.Y. Strike 


NEW YORK (AP) — A 
tentative settlement has been 
reached in the l7-dayold New 
York newspaper strike. The 
nine struck dailies may be back 
on the streets by Monday. 

A membership vote on the 
peace pact by the striking 
Newspaper Mail and Deliverers 
Union is scheduled for Sunday. 
Twice before, the membership 
overridden tentative set- 
tlement proposals agreed to by 
their negotiators. 

The agreement represented a 
juggling of the original offer 
by the publishers of a $7 a 
week wage package spread 
over two years — $4 the first 
vear and $3 the second, Pres- 
ent wages average $103.82 a 
week, 3 

Instead of $7 the union ac- 
cepted a $5.30 wage package. 
The publishers in turn gave in 
on the subject of paid holi- 
days, adding Columbus Day as 
a ninth annual contract holl- 
day. For the first time, a sick 
leave provision was also grant- 
ed by the publishers. 

The wunion’s demand 
shorter work week was 
granted. 

Approval of the pact would 
end the longest, costliest news- 
paper strike in New York's 
history. Newsstands have been 
bare of papers since the 4,500- 
member union walked out Dec. 
9. Normally, the nine New York 
dailies print 5,500,000 copies 
daily, and 8,500,000 on Sunday.

In her position as one of the 
two nonpermanent members 
from Asia and Africa (Iraq is 
the other), Japan also has acted 
on a few occasions as a mes- 
senger of Asian-African bloc 
wishes to the Council. 

Within the bloc, the Japanese 
also try to serve as a sort of 
Western anchor to stabilize the 
often bitterly anticolonialist and 
anti-Western sentiments of some 
of its members.

Haley said there were many 
technical and possibly legal ob- 
stacles to overcome before sales 
pitches from space would be 
practicable. 

But he said the broadcasting 
of President Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower’s voice from a tape recor- 
der on the Atlas satellite show- 
ed it could be feasible. 

“I suppose in time advertis-

New Soviet Criminal Code Has 
Laws Unique in Modern World 


MOSCOW (AP)—The new 
Soviet criminal code published 
Friday includes a number of 
provisions bringing it closer to 
Western legislation, but retains 
and even sharpens many Soviet 
laws adopted years ago. 

Some law articles adopted at 
the closing session of the Su- 
preme Soviet Thursday remain 
unique in the present day 
world, 


Observers also regard as a 
“Western trend” the omission 
from the new code any specific 
mention of punishment for re- 
latives of “traitors” who fail to 
denounce their kin to authori- 
ties. The old penal code stipu- 
lated such relatives might be 
deported .to Siberia for five 
years and deprived of voting 
rights. 

The Supreme Soviet ignored 
previous suggestions by some 
lawvers to include an “innecent 
until proven guilty” clause. 
During the debate on the code 
one deputy from Lithuania des- 
cribed this assumption of in- 
nocence as a “bourgeois legal 
theory.” 

The new code does say, how- 
ever, that neither the court, the 
prosecutor or a person conduct- 


shift the burden of proof on the 
accused, 

It is forbidden to obtain eyi- 
dence by force, threats or other 
“unlawful means.” The code 
does not mention the old Vishin- 
sky theory that a confession is 
sufficient proof of guilt. 

The new legislation retains 
such old Soviet legal features as 
deportation of convicted crimi- 
nals, Deportation, however, is 
limited to five vears instead of 
the 10 or more years previous- 
ly allowed. 

it aiso stipulates punishment 
ranging from brief imprison- 
ment to death for “especially 
dangerous state crimes against 
other workers.” 


It stipulates a similar range 


of punishment, for “escape 
abroad and refusal to return 
from abroad to the Soviet 
Union,” 


The new law also describes as 
an “especially dangerous state 
crime” possession of literature 
calling far overthrow of the So- 
viet regime. The punishment 
for treason also was sharpened 
to call for possible death.

ing of minds will be possible.” 


300 Fishermen

So next take the spade 
finesses. It doesn’t matter 
whether West steps right up or 
not, the bid will be made. Five 
in clubs, three in diamonds and 
two each in the major suits add 
up to 12 tricks, just enough to 
make the bid. It is unfortunate 
for double dummy experts that 
the eight and seven of hearts 
are not reversed. If they were, 
a grand slam would make—with 
a simple squeeze when West 
ducks the spade. 

What the deal teaches us is 
to take the diamond hook at the 
earliest opportunity, then cash 
the diamond ace to see if the 
king will fall or not. If it doesn’t, 
then wish the spade king to be 
with East: if it does, wish the 
spade king to be with West. 

However, in actual practice, 
excepting in the knock out 
rounds of the team event, there 
will not be sufficient time to 
figure out all that. The more 
one knows about the game, the 
more it takes to play this type 
of hand, That is the secondary 
point of interest in this hand. 

At one table, one of the de- 
fenders—a sharp player—got im- 
patient half-way through the 
play and asked the declarer “Do 
you give me the fourth spade 
or don’t you?” The declarer took 
the ame too seriously, and 
calleu the tournament director 
(myself), complaining that it 
wasn't ethical to talk like that. 
As it happened, the opening lead 
was a heart and declarer duck- 
ed it. Therefore, he was head- 
ed toward making five odds. 
Should he give a trick in spades. 
he would be held to four odds. 
But he had a high heart to 
pitch a spade in the dummy 
under—something East was not 
able to see. 


Under usual practice, both 
sides may be subject to a time 
penalty. Therefore, as I ex- 
plained to the declarer, East has 
all the right to protect himself 
against a possible time penalty. 

Fortunately, this was settled 
amicably, but in order not to 
keep other players waiting too 
long, several efforts are excer- 
cised. For example, in the Unit- 
ed States, artificial bidding sys- 
tems, which take too long to 
study, are not allowed.. In the 
Far East Bridge Federation's 
representative meeting, too, it 
was agreed not to allow artifi- 
cial bidding systems for pair 
events for the same reason. This 
will also be taken up in the 
Japan Contract Bridge League.

SAN FRANCISCO—Just seven 
years ago in Honolulu, 35 men

Demand for Imported Glass 
Grows in Southern California 


LOS ANGELES (GP)—The 
recent arrival at Los Angeles 
Harbor of two ships from Buro- 
pe pointed up the fact that 
Southern California offers a 
growing market for overseas 
exporters of glass products— 
both for industry and the home. 

Belgian plate glass arrived on 
Johnson Line’s M.V. Portland 
for use in the many new build- 
ings going up in the Southern 
California area. And Venetian 
glass was discharged from the 
Italian Line’s M. YV. Gaitileo 
Ferraris for speedy transfer to 
merchants reporting “better 
than ever sales of imported 


goods”, for Christmas giving. 


As Bernard J. Caughlin, gen- 
eral manager of the port ex- 
plained it, “both types of glass 
products are exported to. this 
market by most of the Western 
European countries and Japan. 
‘ut these two shipments were 
from the leaders in each field.” 

During the port’s fiscal ’58 
(end June 30), Belgium’s win- 
dow and plate glass exports of 
14.498 tons accounted for 5. per 
cent (14.398 tons) of the total 
26,827 tons shipped here. 

In the household glass field, 
italy's exports of glassware rep- 
resented 44 per cent. (624 tons) 
of the total 1,404 tons imported 
through this port. 

Other countries exporting 
glass to Los Angeles Harbor in 
the order of their tonnages 
were: 

Plate glass—Japan, 6,042 tons: 
United Kingdom, 1,610 tons: 
West Germany, 1,372 tons; the 
Netherlands, 251 tons; Sweden, 
82 tons; Italy, 32 tons; Denmark, 
18 tons; France, 16 tons; and 
Finland 5 tons. 

Household giass—Japan, 266 
tons: Germany, 209 tons: 
sweden, 86 tons: Belgium, 59 
tons; Tfreland, 29 tons: the 
Netherlands, 23 tons; France, 15 
tons; United Kingdom, 13 tons: 
and the Netherlands, almost 500 
pounds. ‘ 

The two recent shipments are 
indicative of current trends, ac- 
cording to general manager 
Caughliin, Construction of build- 
ings and homes is on the up- 
swing in southern California. 
Added to this favorable factor 
is the geographic location of the 
area which undoubtediy favors 
overseas producers. For south- 


ern California is many miles 
from the U.S. glass industry, 
centered in the northeastern 
half of the country. 

As for imported glassware for 
the home, Caughlin points to 
the area's vigorous recovery 
from the recession, particularly 
since mid-year. But perhaps 
even more important is the 
consistent consumer demand for 
imports of quality and good 
taste. 

Meanwhile, the continuing 
rise in the volume of general 
cargo flowing through Los 
Angeles Harbor has sparked a 
Wharfage expansion program, 
according to Kermit R. Sadler, 
recentiy appointed traffic man- 
ager of the port. 

Sadler said a $5-million wharf 
and shed development, designed 
expecially for general cargo, is 
now nearing completion. The 
1200 x 65 foot pier will support 
a modern, clear-span shed. 
Located in the West Basin area 
of the harbor, it is scheduled 
to be in operation early next 
vear, 

“In addition to this project,” 
Sadler pointed out, “commit- 
ments have already been made 
to build several other general 
cargo piers in the 7,000-acre, 
man-made harbor,’

shipments to Los Angeles. As 
a Case in point, Sadier cited auto- 
mobile imports.

Suicide of Parliamentary Government 


Stamping out of violence was, 
as we remember, one of the 
important pledges -made by 
Prime Minister Kishi and his 
Government, Yet no previous 
days have seen violence in 
every sense of the word more 
rampant in this country than 
today. 

It is intblerable to see dem- 
onstrators blocking up public 
roads with their zigzag parades, 
disturbing school lessons by 
boisterously singing and shout- 


ing in schoolgrounds, and in- 
truding public buildings by 
crashing through their doors 


and windows with logs. 

We have even a case where 
the execution order of the court 
of justice was rejected by 


picketing unionists. The au- 
thoritv of justice has almost 
fallen to the ground. It may 


safely be said that we are how 
on the eve of a bloody revolu- 
tion, 


Use of violence of a more 
vicious nature, however, was 
seen in the National Assembly. 
It appears as if confused fights 
in the Diet have now become 
the most notorious feature of 
the postwar “democratic” Ja 
pan. 


Way to Despotism 

And this attained its zenith 
when the Socialist Opposition 
refused to deliberate on certain 
controversial bills presented by 
the Government, 

The prerequisite of parlia- 
mentarism, needless to say, is 
free discussion. The spirit of 
representative government, 
which is in itself incompatible 
with the one-party system, lies 
in seeking the unification of 
the nation’s will through the 
process of discussion. It is an 
effort to attain the greatest 
possible agreement through 
mutual understanding. 

In other words, it is the 
spirit of tolerance that is de- 
manded for healthy democratic 
government, 

The relentless struggle of the 
Socialist Opposition, however, 
leaves no room for such uncer- 
standing, such compromise. 
They refuse discussion, they 
deny tolerance. Such an at- 
titude is tantamount to sheer 
disapproval of parliamentary 
government. 

Stili more inexcusable is ‘’.at 
they claim to defeat the Gov- 
ernment propositions with the 
help of the forces outside the 
Diet. This has, in essence, some- 
thing common with despotism. 

The inevitable result of such 
self-justified attitude, in the 
world of politics, must certain- 
lv be totalitarianism. We fear 
that. when they take the helm 
of state affairs, they will sure- 
ly resort to such measures as 
relentless suppression and 
cleanup by force in order to 
crush opposition. 


Defiance of Law 


The realm of “violence” has 
now been greatly expanded. 
Today, there are a great many 
types of violence which did not 
exist in the past. 

And a prominent character- 
istic of such new types of 
violence lies in that they are 
not necessarily accompanied by 
direct physical pain or injury. 
The psychological or mental 
pains they cause, however, are 
far more poignant. 

What should be thoughtfully 
noted, moreover, is that there is 
almost always a strain of 
thought which tends to defy the 
national law and neglect the 
authority of the Government

The Agriculture-Forestry Min- 
istry has decided to lower the 
Government's purchase price of 
raw silk of ¥140,000 per bale 
and that of cocoons to ¥1,000 
per “kan.” The Government's 
present support price of raw 
silk is ¥190,000 and of cocoons 
¥1,400, On the other hand, raw 
silk is currently quoted at ¥140,- 
000 in the market. It is believed, 
under the circumstances, that 
the Ministry's policy to drasti- 
cally lower the purchase prices 
will serve to stabilize the na- 
tion’s raw silk industry. Chief- 
ly responsible for the present 
confusion in the raw silk indus- 
try was the Government's 
wavering silk policy. It is hop- 
ed that the Government will not 
yield to opposition and pressure 
from the silk industry in carry- 


ing out the ministry-decided 
policy to asiash the support 
prices, 


Sankei Shimbun 

The Agriculture-Forestry Min- 
istry has decided to lower the 
support prices of raw silk and 
cocoons. Raw silk will be pric- 
ed at ¥140,000 per bale and 
cocoons at ¥1,000 per 3.75 kilo- 
grams. Since the beginning of 
the year, the prices of raw silk 
and cocoons have continued to 
dip due to a drastic decline in 
exports to the United States as 
well as in domestic demand. 
Nevertheless, the Ministry’s sup- 
port floor price of raw silk re- 
mained at ¥190,000 as. in the 
previous year. In other words, 
the law of supply and demand 
has been ignored. The Minis- 
try should have earlier lowered 
the floor support prices of raw 
silk and cocoons, The Ministry 
shouid revamp its raw silk and 
cocoon itty: 


Hokkaido Shimbun (Sapporo) 
The Finance Ministry's draft 
budget for fiscal 1959 calls for a 
¥107,000 million increase in the 
general account over the current 
fiscal year and a ¥100,000 mil- 


lion boost in the Government’s 
investment and loan program. 
However, this draft will not 
heip the Government boost con- 
sumer demand. This is clear as 
the pledged tax cuts of ¥70,000 
million were slashed in the bud.- 
get draft to -¥55,000 million.

The Finance Ministry submit- 
ted to the Cabinet Dec. 23 its 
draft budget for fiscal 1959. It 
is impossible to see in the bud- 
get the Government's zeal to 
develop the Tohoku district. 
As compared with the current 
fiscal vear, appropriations for 
public works were increased 
considerably but funds alloted 
for the district are far from 
sufficient. It is also regrettable 
that the ministry slashed bud- 
getary requirements for the 
Tohoku District Developinent 
Corporation and the Hokkaido 
and Tohoku Development Banks.

Magic of Words 

What must be borne in mind 
in this connection is the way 
they cause confusion of concep- 
tions in the public mind by 
using such terms as “peace,” 
“war,” “people,” etc, which 
they infuse with meanings quite 
different from those which are 
generally accepted in the Free 
World. 

“Peace” as used in the Free 
World, for instance, is generally 
understood as the state of situa- 
tion being free from armed con- 
flicts, However, the “peace” 
they mean is nothing but the 
state of accomplishment of the 
world revolution—the extermi- 
nation of their old enemy, the 
bourgeoisie. 

The conception of “war” also 
is basically different between 
the two worlds. “War” as we 
mean it is, of course, armed 
conflict of sovereign powers. 
“War” as they mean it, how- 
ever, is a process of attaining 
their desired world revolution 
through any means whatsoever 
that are available and conceiv- 
able. 

War as armed conflict is noth- 
ing more than one phase of 
such “war.” ‘Thought can be 
its weapon, and politics as well. 
They can wage economic war, 
propaganda war, psychological 
war, etc., etc. 

“Peace” as they mean it is 
by no means “peace” as we un- 
derstand it. And their “war” is 
something essentially diferent 
from what we mean by “war.” 

This is the cause of all the 


troubles in our dealings with 
the Communist bloc, They are 
waging “war” against us, which, 
however, we never realize. They 
approach us with an offer of 
“peace,” which, however, is per- 
fectiy contrary in essence to 
that lofty ideal entertained by 
the people in the Free World, 


‘People’s Enemies’ 


The same thing can be said 
with regard to the word “peo- 
ple” they use very frequently. 
This conception does not in- 
clude, neediecs to say, capitalists 
or bourgeoisie as they cal! them. 
Those who live in the countries 
this side of the Iron Curtain ap- 
pear to have the least inkling 
of this undisputable fact. 

Not to speak of the manage- 
ment and conservative politici- 
ans, all those intellectuals who 
side with conservative ways of 
thinking are not included in 
their “people,” Far from it. They 
are none other than the “peo- 
ple’s enemies.” 

“People” in the Soviet sense 
of the word comprises oniy 
Communists, their fellow tra- 
velers, and those who submit 
themselves willingly to the 
Communist administration. It 
is a kind of social status, and 
has nothing to do with the 
question of whether they com- 
mand a majority or form a 
minority. 

Basic Principle 

That was just the reason why 
a handful of Communists in 
Hungary could relentilessiy put 
the great majority of their fel- 
low countrymen under the 
caterpillars of Russian tanks. 

it is onl¥Y the Communists 
that represent the people’s will, 
no matter how smali they are in 
number, This has always been 
a fundamental principle in the 
Communist world ever since the 
days of Lenin. 

When watching the mass viol- 
ence rampant in this country in 
these days, we cannot but be im- 


pressed by such clever usage of 


double-meaninged words by its 
leaders. We don't really know 
whether those masses who are 
being rounded up for acts of 
violence under the good name of 
struggles for peace, for people's 
well-being, are aware of this 
deft trickery. One thing we can 
say with confidence, however, is 
that the situation, if left to take 
its own course, would inevitably 
lead to the eventual collapse of 
constitutional government, and 
the suicide of our hard won 
democracy.

WASHINGTON — The Air 
Force hopes to pull an even 
more dramatic space stunt than 
the orbiting Atlas later this 
months by firing a  1,300-Ib. 
satellite into orbit and bringing 
it back to earth undamaged. 
Technically this will be a far 
more important feat than slam- 
ming the monster Atlas into 
space. 

President Eisenhower person- 
ally ordered the Atlas shot into 
orbit as a dramatic stunt, 
dreamed up on Madison Avenue, 
to broadcast his voice from 
outer space. 

The Air Force had discussed 
the probability of catapulting an 
entire Atlas intercontinental 
missile into orbit eight months 
ago in a secret paper. This idea 
was seized upon y the Penta- 
gon’s space sey, ARPA, 
which was about to »e displaced 
by the new civilian space agen- 
ey, NASA, ARPA employes, 
anxious to Keep their jobs look- 
ed around for a dramatic pro- 
ject that would bring them pub- 
licitvy and give them an excuse 
to stay in existence. 

They selected the Atlas satel- 
lite as their best bet and per- 
suaded the President that it 
would have psychological if not 
scientific impact. Then Ike's 
Madison Avenue advisers added 
the idea of the President's voice 
proclaiming peace from outer 
space, and he personally ordered 
the orbit attempt. He directed 
that the full missile be launched 
‘auwv Orbit, despite the fact that 
only the 450-lb. warhead con- 
tained any instruments. The re- 
maining missii hulk was excess 
baggage as far as its scientific 
contribution to space research 

Last May the Russians launch- 
ed a 3,000-Ib. Sputnik, loaded 
with scientific instruments.

Probably by accident the rest of 
the missile also sailed into orbit. 
The total weight exceeded 10,000 
pounds, some 2,000 pounds 
heavier than the total Atlas 
which the Air Force placed into 
orbit last Thursday, 


In other words, the 10,000-Ib. 
Soviet missile with its 3,000-lb. 
instrument package, seven 
months ago, still stands as a 
greater achievement than the 
launching of.the 8,000-Ib. Atias 
with ite 450-Ib. nose cone, 


The forthcoming attempt to 
bring back to earth a 1,300-Ib. 
satellite intact, if successful, will 
be a greater achievement than 
anything either side has accom- 
plished so far. 


Hamphrey to Red China? 


Sen. Hubert Humphrey of Min- 
nesota, the man who talked to 
or was talked to by Premier 
Nikita Khrushchev longer than 
any other Westerner, has now 
petitioned the State Department 
for permission to meet with the 
ruler of Red China, Mao Tse- 
tung. 


Humphrey has also asked the 
State Department to let him 
take former Sen. William Ben- 
ton of Connecticut along. Ben- 
ton is the man who as Assist- 
ant Secretary of State first in- 
augurated the State Depart- 
ment’s information and prop- 
aganda campaign and was also 
one of ithe first Americans, 
along with publisher John Ken- 
nedy of the Sioux Falis Argus- 
Leader to warn of the tremen- 
dous strides scored by Russian 
education. 

The fact that Khrushchev con- 
sidered it important to convey 
information to the United States 
so long an interview, 
Humphrey has told the State 
Dicpartment, might be a lead to 
Mao Tse-tine to do likewise.

Blow to Democracy 


Dictatorship Emerges in S. E. Asia 


By CC. P, CHAO 


SINGAPORE (EP)—The year 
1958 will be long remembered 
in Southeast Asia for a series 
of political convulsions that 
gave a black eye to pariia- 
mentary democracy—the pro- 
fessed goal of virtually ‘all 
Asian nations. 

With the exception of only 
a few, most Southeast Asian 


nations are today ruled by 
some form of dictatorship. 
Four of the key nations in 


Southeast Asia witnessed the 
emergence of military rule in 
1958. 

Soytheast Asia—where some 
650 million people live in 18 
countries—is today perhaps 
farther away from democracy 
than it was at the end of Worid 
War Il when a large portion 
of it began to assert in- 
dependence from Western 
colonialism. 

Many of the countries In this 
region, Which plays an im- 
portant part in the Fast-West 
cold war, have become either 
independent or have been 
created anew since the end ol 
the last war. Each of these 
had set democracy as its 
ultimate goal, adopting a 
parliamentary system designed 
to give the people the choice 
of government, 

As things stand today, how- 
ever, the future of partlia- 
mentary democracy in South- 
east Asia does not appear 
bright. As the underdeveloped 
or newly-created nations strug- 
gie for survival in the face of 
Communist infiltration, there 
appears little likelihood of real 
democracy coming into as- 
cendancy in this area. 

The countries in Southeast 
Asia that saw political up- 
heavals during the year in- 
clude Burma, Thailand, Pakis- 
tan, and Ceylon. 


In Burma 


Burma was one of the first 
countries to revert to military 
rule. Its long-time Prime Min- 
ister, U Nu, handed over his 
power in October to Gen. Ne 
Win, chief of staff of the 
Burmese armed forces. 

The new strongman in Ran- 
goon has promised general 
elections “within six months” 
after his ascension to power. 
Three precious months have 
already elapsed, but there are 
still no signs of the promise 
being carried out. 

The heterogeneous character 
of Burma's population of 20 
million, economic instability. 
political chaos heightened by 
Communist infiltration through 
its common border with Red 
China—all these contribute 
toward major internal problems 
requiring stronghanded meas- 
ures. 

So long as these difficulties 
remain, prospects of realizing 
a parliamentary democracy 
based on the will of the 
Burmese people appear dim. 
Most likely it will take some 
time before Burma can put its 
house in order and begin estab- 
lishing true democracy ~ in 
earnest. 

Burma, like India, is striving 
to steer away from East-West 
power politics and stay strict- 
ly neutral, but mounting Red 
Chinese infiltration is becoming 
a major national headache, 


Thai Strongman 


Thailand is the next key na- 
tion in Southeast Asia to go 
through a major political up- 
heaval. Marshal Sarit Thanarat 
—Thailand’s real power behind 
the throne who has been 
pulling strings by remote con- 
trol from abroad—abruptly cut 
short his stay in Europe and 
returned to Bangkok late in 
October to tighten his grip on 
the Government. 

While the Thai political 
shakeup is not exactly a coup 
d'etat, nonetheless it was sort 
of a “bloodless revolution” in 
that Marshal Sarit by a single 
stroke scrapped whatever form 
of parliamentary democracy 
that had existed in the nation. 

The Thali strongman gave his 


reasons for the sweeping 
changes as “mounting Com- 
munist threat.” Inasmuch as 


Thailand has been a hot-bed of 
Communist infiltration through 


Chinese residents, who num- 
ber close to 3 million, it is 
logical to assume “Communist 
threat” would remain for some 
time to come, And, fn the 
meanwhile, Marshal Sarit most 
likely will continue his strong- 
arm measures. 


Army in Pakistan 

Pakistan is the third nation 
in Southeast Asia to saddle it- 
self with military dictatorship. 
The Pakistani army took over 
the Government in a lightning 
move late this fail to put 
parliamentary democracy in the 
back seat. 

Pakistan not only faces an 
acute economic crisis but also 
a perennially-recurring border 
dispute with India. It appears 
the nation’s 80 million Muslims 
will have to wait awhile be- 
fore they can give their voice 
to government. 

More or less the same chaotic 


political situation prevails in 
Cevion, which won its independ- 
ence in 1948 The military 


clique is in power in the tiny 
nation which witnessed during 
the year one of the worst race 
riots in Asia. More than 60° 
persons have been killed in 
riots between the island's 
Sinhalese (7 million) and 
Tamiis (2 million) over the 
question of adopting an official 
language. 


Indonesia's Troubles 


In Indonesia—one of the most 
populous nations in Southeast 
Asia with a population of more 
than 80 million—a government 
under a rarely-defined “guided 
democracy” is in vogue. Most 
observers consider the descrip- 
tion a misnomer in that the 
powers of government are 
actually in the hands of Presi- 
dent Sukarno and Gen, Nasu 
tion. 

There are some 50 political 
parties or factions in Indonesia, 
fighting among themselves for 
power. The nation is still 
plagued by tottering economy 
and unrest in the remote re- 
gions where insurgents still 
give trouble. All these dif- 
ficulties are not conducive to 
parliamentary democracy. 

President Sukarno’s “guided 
democracy,” therefore, is like- 
ly to continue indefinitely, Na- 
tional unity through the pro- 
cesses of democracy appears to 
be contingent on making the 
nation solvent economically, 

In South Vietnam President 
Ngo Dinh Diem practices what 
is described as “benevolent 
dictatorship.” With the nation 


facing constant threats of ag- 
gression by Ho Chi Minh’s 
Communist North Vietnam 


from across the border, Presi- 
dent Ngo’s “benevolent dictator- 
ship” is unlikely to undergo a 
change for a long time to come. 
Asia's Showcase 

Cambodia and Laos are two 
other Southeast Asian coun- 
tries where there is little pros- 
pect of democracy coming into 
being in any foreseeable future. 

In contrast with these coun- 
tries, the young federation of 
Malaya and Singapore (which 
becomes an independent state 
next vear) display some signs 


of hope for parliamentary 
democracy. 

Malaya will hold general 
elections next wear to set up 


its first legislative body elected 
by popular vote. Singapore is 
to follow suit after gaining its 
independence. 

If the promised elections are 
carried out in accordance with 
the principles of free election, 
Malava and Singapore would be 
the first newly-created nations 
to introduce a parliamentary 
democratic system in South- 
east Asia. 

Comparatively stabilized econ- 
omy and higher standard of 
living are some of the factors 
in favor of Malaya and Singa- 
pore and give them more than 
an even chance to become 
Southeast Asia's showcases of 
democracy,
